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FOOTBALL 


One  sunny  afternoon  in  September  twenty  men  answered  the  call  for  early  football 
work-out  issued  by  Intermountain 's  new  coach,  Roland  Dietmeier,  graduate  and  letterman 
from  Garleton  College,  Minn.  Under  the  vim  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Coach,  the  team 
grew  until  three  squads  were   formed   before  the  first  game. 

All  men  who  donned  the  eleated  shoe  were  introduced  to  a  progam  of  vigorous  training 
and  a  variety  of  new  plays  by  Dietmeier. 

A  peppy  team  journeyed  to  Billings  October  10  where  they  met  the  Poly  team  in  our 
season's  first  game,  a  mud-slinging  contest.  The  game  ended  with  Poly  19  points 
ahead  for  placing  the  mud-coated  ball  over  the  assumed  goal  line  which  seven  inches  of 
rain  had  obliterated. 

During  the  half  t  he  players  were  served  with  coffee  in  order  to  offset  the  cold  and 
dampness  and  to  add  to  the  general  misery  the  Poly  pulled  some  fast  trick  plays  which 
ran  up  their  score  and  left  us  on  the  zero  end  of  the  tally.  This  game  was  witnessed  by 
Miss  Crane  and  Clark  Newton  who,  in  the  famous  Jezabel  (Model  T)  braved  the  elements 
to  motor  to  Billings  for  the  annual  Billings  Poly-I.  U.  C.  encounter. 

After  nearly  breaking  into  the  winning  columns,  the  I.  U.  C.  Panthers  suffered 
their  second  defeat  of  the  season,  October  1(1,  at  the  hands  of  Ricks  College,  Rexburg, 
Idaho.  At  the  end  of  the  half  our  players  held  a  1.2  to  (i  lead  but  it  waned  when  we 
failed  to  withstand  their  final  rally  which  placed  Ricks  on  record  as  winners  with  a 
score    of    13-12. 

The  brilliant  line  plunging  of  Reynold  of  Ricks  was  a  feature  of  this  snappy  battle. 
The  Panthers  showed  up  well  on  the  defensive  but  were  unable  to  stop  this  fighting 
ground  gainer  in  the  fatal  fourth  quarter. 

On  October  25,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  the  student  body,  the  team  went  by  bus 
to  Bozeman  for  another  mad  fight,  this  time  with  the  Bobkittens.  We  fail  to  comment 
on  individual  playing,  mainly  because  identity  of  the  players  was  impossible  behind  crusts

Announcement  of 
Elmore  Smith's  election  to  captain  the  1931  Panthers  was  made  and  tribute 
paid  to  the  entire  team  members. 

Skinny  Wilson,  who  piloted  the  team  through  thick  and  thin  for  two 
years — 1920  and  lO.'U),  has  been  a  constant  source  of  encouragement  to  the 
players.  In  1029  he  captained  a  minor  conference  championship  team,  the 
first  since  the  1021  state  championship  winner.

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BASKET  'BALL 


The  Panthers  opened  their  hoop  season  this  year  with  an  encouraging  defeat  from 
Dillon.  Although  the  };ame  lacked  cdass  the  team  held  the  much-talked-of  Bulldogs  to  a 
close  score  of  24-22. 

Fouling,  due  more  to  inexperience  than  intention,  was  abundant  all  through  the  game. 
Although  Coach  Dietmeier 's  material  was  green  and  made  up  for  the  large  part  of  Fresh- 
men, he  deserves  much  credit  for  the  capable  manner  in  which  he  moulded  the  team  into 
shape.     Murray  and  Misfeldt  played  excellent  defense. 

Good  team  work  featured  the  game  played  January  16  when  the  squad  journeyed  to 
Billings  to  come  out  on  top  of  a  42-34  score  in  the  Panther-Poly  game.  On  the  same  trip 
our  men  dropped  in  to  pay  the  Eastern  Normal  a  visit.  Rough  play  and  hard  work  marked 
this  encounter,  which  did  not  equal  the  one  of  the  night  before  in  skill  of  playing.  The 
score  resulted  in  a  26-23  victory  for  us. 

The  third  game  played  this  trip  was  with  the  V.  M.  C.  A.  team  of  Billings.  This 
experienced  team  proved  too  much  for  the  Panthers  and  a  score  of  35-26  was  checked 
up  against  them. 
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On  January  24  the  team  came  into  its  own  when  it  downed  the  Mines  29-23.  This 
game,  fought  hard  and  clean,  starred  Garland  who  played  good  offensive  ball  as  did  Haegg 
and  Cheney.  The  game  held  many  tense  moments  when  the  count  closed  the  gap  between 
the  scores  again  and  again,  but  the  Panthers  kept  their  5-point  lead  in  the  last  half. 

A  game  with  Saint  Charles,  played  February  2,  brought  out  the  ancient  rivalry  of  the 
two  colleges  and  in  spite  of  the  Panthers'  desperate  but  discouraging  attempt  to  curb 
the  Saints,  they  were  smothered  by  a  large  score. 

The  team  showed  much  better  form  in  the  game  played  with  the  Eastern  Montana 
Normal  in  Helena,  February  7.  The  score  stood  34-31  at  the  final  whistle  after  Haegg 
of  Helena  had  contributed  the  highest  number  of  points  for  our  team.  Swanson  of  the 
Normal  played  a  sensational  game.  At  the  half  the  score  was  15-14  in  favor  of  the  Normal. 
The  Panthers  saw  red  and  forced  their  way  to  victory. 

The  varsity  squad,  composed  now  entirely  of  Freshmen,  next  made  a  triangular  trip 
to  Bozeman,  Dillon  and  Butte.     Although  they  failed  to  capture  any  of  these  three  games, 
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the   trip  proved   valuable   1  ecause   the   players   learned   confidence    not    only   in   playing   to- 
gether but  also  in  playing  on  large  floors. 

In  the  first  game,  pl::yed  with  the  Bobcat  reserves,  many  of  whose  players  have  state- 
wide r&putations,  the  Panther  team   struggled   hard   but   soon   found  themselves   outclassed. 

The  second  game  was  taken  by  the  Dillon  Teachers  who  worked  up  a  smashing  on- 
slaught which  left  the  score  43-34.  Morris  and  DeBar  entered  the  game  and  did  very 
good  work. 

At  Butte  Intermountain  lost  a  3-point  lead  on  fouls  which  brought  the  score  up  to 
a  20-19  edge  for  Butte. 

The  trip,  covering  475  miles  of  difficult  road  was  made  by  car. 

The  second  game  with  Saint  Charles  was  played  February  21  at  the  Helena  High 
gym.  Outnumbered  as  we  were  by  the  Saints '  superior  reserve  supply,  our  men  put  up 
their  usual  gallant  defense.  Starting  out  with  a  temporary  lead  of  a  few  points,  the 
Panthers  soon  fell  before  the  Saints  who  rolled  up  a  score  which  carried  them  far  ahead 
of  our  team  and  won  them  the  victory.  This  combat  was  marked  by  a  splendid  team 
spirit  on  the  part  of  Intermountain. 
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At  the  last  game  of  the  season  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  team  scored  a  second  victory  over  the 
Blue  and  Orange.  The  Y.  completely  submerged  the  Panthers  until  the  last  few  minutes 
of  the  game  when  some  real  playing  was  turned  loose  by  Intermountain.  Although  our 
team  was  defeated,  it  played  an  excellent  floor  game  and  in  the  last  few  minutes  tallied 
17    points. 


Climaxing  the  1931  Basketball  season,  on  March  6  came  the  second  annual  Basketball 
banquet  at  which  time  the  members  of  the  I.  U.  C.  squad,  Coach  Dietmeier  and  Dr.  Brooks 
were   entertained   bv  the  business   men   of  Helena. 


The  Panthers  finished  the  season  with  a  record  of  four  wins  and  eight  defeats.  Bill 
Haegg  was  high  point  man  with  56  points.  Garland  ranked  next  with  36.  Haegg,  Misfeldt 
and  Chenev  made  their  letters  bv  vote   of  the   "I''   Club. 


Eecognition  should  be  given  those  who  remained  out  for  basketball  all  season  but 
were  unable  to  get  in  enough  playing  to  make  the  necessary  qualifications  for  a  letter. 
Joe  DeBar,  Bill  Zyp,  Dick  Laswell  and  Clarence  Morris  were  among  those  who  fell  a  little 
short  of  the  necessary  playing  time  demanded  under  the  rules  of  the  "I"  Club.

of  mud.     The  defensive  of  our  team  in  this  game  was  excellent  but  we  could  not  advance 
as  our  offensive  was  away  on  a  picnic. 

The  Bobkittens  scored  two  touchdowns  in  the  first  half  by  their  shifty  backs  and 
fast  end  runs.  Our  first  threat  at  scoring  occurred  when  Hodges  passed  to  Robb  on  a 
sleeper  play  and  the  ball  was  advanced  to  within  ten  yards  of  the  goal  line.  Another 
pass  was  successful  in  the  third  quarter  but  the  ball  was  caught  by  a  Bozeman  player 
who  converted  it  into  a  touchdown  on  the  wrong  end  of  the  19-0  score.  The  Panther 
squad  played  a  great  defensive  game,  backed  up  many  times  against  our  line  and  stopping 
a  number  of  hard  drives  headed  by  the  Bozeman  fullback. 

On  the  first  of  November  I.  IT.  C.  rooters  assembled  at  Helena  to  witness  the  en- 
counter with  the  Grizzly  Cubs.  The  team  braced  themselves  for  a  great  battle  and  were 
surprised  to  find  that  they  could  hold  the  Cubs  at  almost  a  standstill.  The  Junior  Grizzlies 
were  chagrined  at  not  being  able  to  run  up  a  higher  score  against  the  stone  wall  defense 
supplied  by  our  men.  Although  they  out-played  us  in  every  way  the  score  at  the  end 
of  the  game  stood  25-0.  The  Cubs  failed  to  score  in  the  last  quarter,  although  they  took 
advantage  of  several  breaks  in  previous  periods. 

Our  so-called  losing  streak  was  washed  off  in  great  shape  when  the  orange  and  blue 
piled  up  31  points  to  their  credit  against  Dillon  Normal  in  Helena.  The  game  was  played 
on  Armistice  Day  before  an  enthusiastic  crowd  and  under  ideal  weather  conditions. 

The  Panthers  grabbed  a  pass  from  the  air  to  score  early  in  the  first  quarter.  Then 
a  powerful  drive,  which  netted  us  18  points,  was  started  and  the  first  two  periods  were 
marked   by  good  work   from   Hodges   and   Herring. 

In  the  third  quarter  the  I.  U.  C.  squad  was  held  scoreless  by  Dillon  's  bull  dog  deter- 
mination but  in  the  final  period  Lamoreux,  freshman  quarterback,  combined  his  shifti- 
ness with  team  play  to  put  over  two  more  counters. 

The  last  game  of  the  season  was  played  in  Butte,  November  15,  when  we  went  down 
in  unanticipated  defeat  before  the  strong  playing  of  the  Butte  School  of  Mines.  This 
gridiron  battle  was  witnessed  by  virtually  the  entire  student  body  who  accompanied  the 
team  to  Butte  on  the  bi-annual  Butte  football  special. 

Twice  during  the  game  the  fighting  Panthers  pushed  the  ball  down  to  Butte 's  one- 
yard  line  only  to  have  the  Miners  punt  out  of  danger.  John  Lane  made  a  great  debut 
at  punting  over  the  frozen  ground  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  this  ability  was 
not  discovered  uutil  his  last  game. 

The  breaks  were  against  us  in  this  game  and  our  best  was  outclassed  by  Butte 's 
playing,  since  the  Mines  crossed  our  goal  line  six  times.  Our  men  had  the  "old  fight'' 
but  were  unable  to  stop  the  Warner  system.  A  score  of  39-0  wound  up  a  season  of  weak 
offensive   hut   great   defensive   play. 
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Although  the  weather  permitted  an  early  start  in  track  it  wasn't  long 
until  the  boys  thought  they  would  have  to  hang  up  their  spikes  as  cold 
weather  again  came  upon  us.  J.  Lane,  Zyp,  Haegg,  Adams,  Peters,  Doles, 
Trumbull,  Horsley  and  Snow  were  those  actively  engaged  in  the  work. 

Hopes  were  high  for  several  meets  but  the  weather  seemed  to  hold  them 
off  and  the  interest  in  baseball  kept  several  off  of  the  track.  There  was  only 
one  meet  this  year. 

Pour  Intermountain  men  entered  the  State  meet  at  Missoula.  J.  Lane, 
Donald  Snow,   Don  Horsley  and  Bill  Haegg. 

Lane  ran  the  half-mile  and  captured  the  third  place  ribbon;  Don  Snow 
followed  suit  in  the  mile  and  also  played  fourth  in  the  two  mile.  Don  Horsley 
showed  up  well  in  the  high  jump  although  he  failed  to  place.  Bill  Haegg  ran 
a  fast  440  which  would  almost  equal  the  record  here  but  it  was  not  quite  fast 
enough  for  the  others  in  the  race.  It  has  been  some  time  since  Intermountain 
has  had  two  men  place  in  the  all-state  meet.  With  more  meets  the  men  could 
have  shown  up  a  great  deal  better  and  could  have  brought  more  laurels  home 
to  their  college.

We 
started  off  with  a  bang  and  took  our  first  game  from  the  Orange  Crush  by 
a  score  of  5  to  2  on  Campus  Day.  Next  we  journeyed  to  Dillon  where  we  won 
12  to  8  in  spite  of  having  quite  a  scrap  to  hold  a  lead  which  we  took  early  in 
the  game.  We  brought  home  the  bacon.  Next  we  easily  defeated  Fort  Harri- 
son in  two  games  by  scores  of  17  to  3  and  9  to  5.  Then  we  had  a  nerve  wrack- 
ing return  game  with  the  Dillonites  who,  after  forging  ahead  to  10  in  the 
ninth  inning-  were  not  able  to  stop  one  of  those  ideal  rallies  that  we  dream 
of  which  took  us  to  a  13  to  12  win.  After  having  taken  these  five  starts  we, 
by  virtue  of  several  errors  lost  to  a  rejuvenated  team  from  Fort  Harrison  by 
a  score  of  8  to  7. 

Next  and  last  our  old  rivals  the  Hilltoppers  combined  a  neat  game  of 
hitting  and  fielding  with  our  host  of  errors  to  win  from  us  12  to  3.  Much 
credit  must  go  to  our  batteries,  M.  Cheney  and  Wilson  and  had  we  only  been 
as  reliable  as  they  were  we  might  have  completed  our  season  without  defeat. 
We've  left  some  mighty  good  prospects  for  another  year  as  well  as  establish- 
ing a  nice  record  for  pre-season  baseball — five  games  won  and  two  lost ! 
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Tennis  held  a  large  place  at  Intermountain  this  year  and  is 
getting  to  be  a  popular  sporl  in  the  spring  both  for  men  and 
women.  The  courts  have  been  in  continual  use  since  the  weather 
has  permitted  and  about  twenty  men  entered  in  the  singles 
tournament. 

The  singles  tournament  was  an  absolute  upset  this  year  as 
far  as  the  results  were  concerned  and  it  brought  forth  some 
good  material  that  was  not  expected.  The  school  championship 
was  a  toss-up  between  Ed  Hamel  and  John  Lane. 

Ed  Hamel  is  a  Freshman  and  with  three  years  more  nothing 
less  than  a  state  champion  is  expected.  Ed  has  a  hard,  high 
bouncing  serve  that  deceives  them  all  and  he  looms  up  on  the 
back  court  like  a  mighty  Colossus. 

Lane  surprised  them  all  by  pushing  up  to  the  top  of  the 
tournament.  He  is  a  senior  and  ranked  quite  high  in  the  tourna- 
ment as  a  freshman.  He  plays  a  good  steady  game  although 
nothing  flashy.  His  serve  has  a  deceptive  cut  that  often  sur- 
prises his  opponent.  Many  of  his  points  are  won  by  his  ability 
to  place  the  ball  out  of  his  opponents'  reach. 

Many  other  men  showed  up  well  in  the  tournament  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  doubles  tournament  will  display  still  more. 
Those  so  far  showing  the  best  form  for  this  tournament  are  Trum- 
bull, Chrisinger  and  Kolstad.  These  men  are  good  players  and 
with  a  little  more  practice  they  will  make  the  tournament  a  very 
interesting  one.

James  Hunter,  a  senior;  Silver  Maguire,  a  junior;  Esther  Knudsen  and 
Carl  Pitt,  sophomores,  and  Marie  Thomas  and  Ed  Hamel,  freshmen,  comprised 
the  various  teams  which  met  representatives  from  the  Eastern  Montana  Nor- 
mal School,  Montana  State  College,  Montana  School  of  Mines,  Mount  Saint 
Charles  College,  and  Missoula,  both  freshmen  and  varsity.  Our  teams  were 
defeated  only  twice  out  of  nine  debates  and  these  only  by  two  to  one  decisions.

Coach  Jones  has  trained  the  debate  squads  this  year  in  an  admirable 
manner.  He  gave  experience  to  all  who  came  out  and  evinced  intelligent 
study  of  the  question,  thus  developing  heretofore  untried  material ;  he  assisted 
the  experienced  and  encouraged  all.  Jean  Starr  managed  the  debate  schedule 
which  consisted  of  nine  intercollegiate  debates  in  Montana  and  six  outside  of 
the  state.

*  to  a   study  of  Russian   short  story  and  drama,  following  which   the   members  of   the  * 

*  club  submitted  original  stories  modeled  after  the  Russian  style  of  writing.  * 

Cine  of  the  prices  Maria  Ivanoff  paid  for  the  World  War  was  a  humped  back,  horny 
hands,  and  a  bitter  attitude  toward  lift'.  When  Russia  plunged  into  that  melee,  the  czar's 
summons  sucked  every  available  man  into  service  and  the  women  were  left  in  the  villages 
to  plow,   to  harvest,  to  live,  and  to  mourn. 

Leo  Ivanoff  and  his  four  stalwart  sons  were  snatched  away  by  the  first  draft  in  the 
village  of  Vladsburg.  Once  each  year  Maria  had  received  from  the  government  a  brief 
notice  that  one  of  her  sons  had  fallen  in  battle.  Each  of  those  messages  bowed  her 
hed  and  shoulders   more   until  Leo  scarcely   recognized  her  the   day   he   returned   from   war. 

"Maria,  is  it  you?"  he  questioned  as  he  entered  the  door.  For  several  months  he 
studied    the   bent    form    kneeling   before   the    crucifix   on    the   wall. 

Maria  raised  her  colorless  eyes  and  peered  at  him  from  sunken  sockets.  The  blue 
kerchief  knotted  under  her  chin  formed  a  grim  frame  for  hor  angular  face,  long  since 
etched  with  a  tangled  web  of  wrinkles.     Stiffly  she  dragged   herself  to   her  feet.

Russia's  political  and  social  upheaval  following  the  execution  of  Czar  Nicholas  and 
his  family  spread  more  slowly  to  outlying  regions.  Vladsburg',  from  St.  Petersburg,  re- 
christened  Leningrad,  was  not  affected  for  some  little  while  by  the  revolution.  Maria 
and  Leo  picked  up  the  scattered  shreds  of  their  former  existence,  aidd  by  f iften-year-old 
Sonyia  and  Sophia,  two  years  younger.  Half-heartedly  they  began  to  plow  the  little 
farm  from  which  they  coaxed  a  miserly  living.  Time  gradually  shaded  the  gap  in  the 
family  left  by  the  four  dead  sons,  and  so   the   first  year  after   the  war  dragged   to  a   close.

It  seemed  so  wonderful  to 
hear  the  man  talk.     She  started  home  thoughtfully.

Nothing: — nothing.  I  was  just  frightened  by  a  shadow,  I  guess."  She  feater  to  tell 
him.  Leo  was  yet  of  the  former  generation  whose  motto  was  "Beat  your  wife  for  dinner 
and   for   supper,   too."*      Daughters  had   been   virtually   in   the   same   slavery   as   wives. 

That  night  in  bed,  Sonyia  determined  to  learn  more  about  these  new  ideas  advanced 
by  the  speaker.  Since  her  father's  return  from  the  war,  she  could  no  longer  endure  his 
domination.  Independent,  willful,  courageous,  she  defied  him — just  once.  Memory  of 
the  merciless  beating  Leo  had  inflicted  curbed  her  spirit  but  filled  her  heart  with 
rebellion. 

Within  a  month  the  government  had  opened  a  school  in  Vladsburg,  established  the 
people's  court,  and  had  begun  to  put  its  principles  into  practice.  Leo  was  one  of  the 
few  who  refused  to  add  his  few  acres  to  the  land  of  the  other  villagers  to  form  one  of 
the  large  state  farms  shared  by  the  people  in  common  and  aided  by  the  state.  Stubbornly 
he  resisted  every  attempt  at  reform.

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Eons  ago  nature  scooped  a  basin  in  t  he  Kiamachi  Ranges;  and  when  the  waters  re- 
ceded there  was  left  only  unvegetated  sand,  water  washed  rocks  and  inconceivable  coal 
deposits.
